D-Cady Herrick, of counsel for 
Qovsrnor Sulzer, asks for the ex- 
clusion of Senators Frawley, Wag- 
ner, Bamsperger and Banner from 
the court on the ground that they 
bad prejudged the case. 


Alton B. Parker, of counsel for 


UM prosecution, objects to this ao- 
Uon, citing law and precedent to 
sustain his contention. 


Th* court unanimously votes not 
to consider the challenges of the 
(our senators. 
Friends of Governor Sulzer apply 


to th* supreme court for a writ of 
Batsss corpus to relnase James 
C. Garrison from Jail, where he Is 
confined at the order of the assem- 
bly (or contempt of that body. 
Attorneys for Governor Sulser 


confer as to the advisability of 
his appearing to testify in his own 
defense. 


Tho assembly meets to consider 
tho adoption of amendments to the 
articles of Impeachment. 


AJbany, N. Y.. Sept 20.—The first 


TOte.recorded ia tb.« impeachment trial 
of William Snlzer was against the gov- 
tOf«f. 
It came after D-Cady Herrick, 


counsel for Mr. Sulzer, had challenged 
the) debt of four senators—Wagner, 
Frawley, Banner and Ramsperger—to 
alt la tbe bearing. The impeachment 
court roted unanimously not to con- 
alder tbeae challenges, and tbe four 
•eaaton thus will cast tbelr vote in 
finally deciding the case. These sena- 
tor* were excused from voting when 
tbelf right to participate was on trial. 
The flght of Mr. Sulzer's attorneys 
wa* directed to a protest against these 
four men. 
' Tbe opening of the second day of 
tbe trial witnessed tbe first oratory. 
Following the adoption of a list of 
rules that will govern the proceedings. 
D-Cady Herrick. chief counsel for tbe 
Impeached executive, began the as- 
aanlt on Senators Wagner, Frawley. 
Ramaperger and Banner. 


HI* argument against Senator Wag- 


ner was that he would profit by the 
conviction of Sulzer, because in thnt 
event he would succeed to the emoln- 
•menta of the lieutenant governor's of- 
fice. Tbe other senators as members 
of tbe Frawley committee, which 
brought out many of tbe charge? 
against Sulzer. were unqualified, he de- 
clared, because of opinions in tbe case 
they had already expressed. 


Mr. Herrick read from •» printed 


brief. 
He was followed by former 


Judge Alton B. Parker, chief counsel 
for the assembly managers. 
Judge 


Parker declared that from the nature 
of the formation of the court of im- 
peachment no one had the right to 
challenge any one of Its members. 


Objection* to Wagner and Others. 
Judge Herrlok stated that tbe ob 


Jectlon to Senator Wagner was based 
opon tbe fact that as acting lieuten- 
ant governor he is Interested In the re- 
mit of the trial, as In the event of tbe 
conviction of the respondent he would 
MMceed to the "dignity, profits and 
emoluments of the office of lieutenant 


•"This case In some respects is the 


gMHteat since the Impeachment trial 
ot President Johnson," said Mr. Her 
rtck. "It has aroused the country 
There c«a be no^nestlon that serm- 


t¥ 
tors on the FraWfey committee have 
tonued aud expressed opinions on ev- 
trj article of Impeachment" 


Judge Herrick then read the articles 


of Impeachment a* adopted by the as- 
sembly, declaring that the defense's 
challenge ia founded on "the right to 
seek trial by an impartial tribunal- 
one that ia not prejudiced in advance." 


Counsel cited court opinions bearing 


on the absolute necessity of all the 
judges being uncontaminated by bias. 


"Every member of this high court," 


he laid, "should be free from even a 
suspicion of bias," in order that the 
trial of the governor might be given 
"such fair treatment as Is accorded 
the meanest criminal accused of the 
smallest crime." 
Judge Herrick con- 


tended that tbe senatorial members of 
the Frawley committee not only had 
expressed opinions upon which the ar- 
ticles of impeachment had been based, 
but also that they had continued their 
investigations after the articles had 
been adopted. 


Rule* Just Adopted a Bar. 


He also pointed out that the Frawley 


committee members were precluded 
from sitting because the rules just 
adopted, governing the conduct of the 
court, were the rules of tbe supreme 
court, which provided that no person 
could, In effect, act both aa prosecutor 
and judge.. 


At the completion of his arguments 


he formally challenged the right of the 
four members to sit, that right of chal- 
lenge having been reserved when the 
member* were sworn in at the first 
session of the court. 


As Mr. Herrick closed, Alton B. 


Parker rose and began to speak with- 
out notes. 


No Right to Exclude, Say* Parker. 
"I shall contend before this high 


court," he argued, "that you are with- 
out authority to exclude from Its mem- 
bership any member. The people of 
the state of New York are sovereign. 
They salii In tbe beginning that this 
court shall be composed of tbe court of 
appeals and the senate, and you ar« 
without power to say to any member, 
whether judge or senator: 


" 'You shall not sit In this court."" 
Mr. Parker declared that the framers 


of the state constitution made no pro- 
vision for the right of either judge, 
senator or counsel to challenge any 
member of the high court. 


Following the speech of Judge Par- 


ker the first vote was taken, which 
was unanimously In favor of permit- 
ting the four senators to sit as quali- 
fied members of the court of impeach 
ment

D-Cady Herrick, of counsel for 
Qovsrnor Sulzer, asks for the ex- 
clusion of Senators Frawley, Wag- 
ner, Bamsperger and Banner from 
the court on the ground that they 
bad prejudged the case. 


Alton B. Parker, of counsel for 


UM prosecution, objects to this ao- 
Uon, citing law and precedent to 
sustain his contention. 


Th* court unanimously votes not 
to consider the challenges of the 
(our senators. 
Friends of Governor Sulzer apply 


to th* supreme court for a writ of 
Batsss corpus to relnase James 
C. Garrison from Jail, where he Is 
confined at the order of the assem- 
bly (or contempt of that body.

AJbany, N. Y.. Sept 20.—The first 


TOte.recorded ia tb.« impeachment trial 
of William Snlzer was against the gov- 
tOf«f. 
It came after D-Cady Herrick, 


counsel for Mr. Sulzer, had challenged 
the) debt of four senators—Wagner, 
Frawley, Banner and Ramsperger—to 
alt la tbe bearing. The impeachment 
court roted unanimously not to con- 
alder tbeae challenges, and tbe four 
•eaaton thus will cast tbelr vote in 
finally deciding the case. These sena- 
tor* were excused from voting when 
tbelf right to participate was on trial. 
The flght of Mr. Sulzer's attorneys 
wa* directed to a protest against these 
four men. 
' Tbe opening of the second day of 
tbe trial witnessed tbe first oratory. 
Following the adoption of a list of 
rules that will govern the proceedings. 
D-Cady Herrick. chief counsel for tbe 
Impeached executive, began the as- 
aanlt on Senators Wagner, Frawley. 
Ramaperger and Banner. 


HI* argument against Senator Wag- 


ner was that he would profit by the 
conviction of Sulzer, because in thnt 
event he would succeed to the emoln- 
•menta of the lieutenant governor's of- 
fice. Tbe other senators as members 
of tbe Frawley committee, which 
brought out many of tbe charge? 
against Sulzer. were unqualified, he de- 
clared, because of opinions in tbe case 
they had already expressed. 


Mr. Herrick read from •» printed 


brief. 
He was followed by former 


Judge Alton B. Parker, chief counsel 
for the assembly managers. 
Judge 


Parker declared that from the nature 
of the formation of the court of im- 
peachment no one had the right to 
challenge any one of Its members. 


Objection* to Wagner and Others. 
Judge Herrlok stated that tbe ob 


Jectlon to Senator Wagner was based 
opon tbe fact that as acting lieuten- 
ant governor he is Interested In the re- 
mit of the trial, as In the event of tbe 
conviction of the respondent he would 
MMceed to the "dignity, profits and 
emoluments of the office of lieutenant 


•"This case In some respects is the 


gMHteat since the Impeachment trial 
ot President Johnson," said Mr. Her 
rtck. "It has aroused the country 
There c«a be no^nestlon that serm- 


t¥ 
tors on the FraWfey committee have 
tonued aud expressed opinions on ev- 
trj article of Impeachment" 


Judge Herrick then read the articles 


of Impeachment a* adopted by the as- 
sembly, declaring that the defense's 
challenge ia founded on "the right to 
seek trial by an impartial tribunal- 
one that ia not prejudiced in advance." 


Counsel cited court opinions bearing 


on the absolute necessity of all the 
judges being uncontaminated by bias. 


"Every member of this high court," 


he laid, "should be free from even a 
suspicion of bias," in order that the 
trial of the governor might be given 
"such fair treatment as Is accorded 
the meanest criminal accused of the 
smallest crime." 
Judge Herrick con- 


tended that tbe senatorial members of 
the Frawley committee not only had 
expressed opinions upon which the ar- 
ticles of impeachment had been based, 
but also that they had continued their 
investigations after the articles had 
been adopted. 


Rule* Just Adopted a Bar. 


He also pointed out that the Frawley 


committee members were precluded 
from sitting because the rules just 
adopted, governing the conduct of the 
court, were the rules of tbe supreme 
court, which provided that no person 
could, In effect, act both aa prosecutor 
and judge.. 


At the completion of his arguments 


he formally challenged the right of the 
four members to sit, that right of chal- 
lenge having been reserved when the 
member* were sworn in at the first 
session of the court. 


As Mr. Herrick closed, Alton B. 


Parker rose and began to speak with- 
out notes. 


No Right to Exclude, Say* Parker. 
"I shall contend before this high 


court," he argued, "that you are with- 
out authority to exclude from Its mem- 
bership any member. The people of 
the state of New York are sovereign. 
They salii In tbe beginning that this 
court shall be composed of tbe court of 
appeals and the senate, and you ar« 
without power to say to any member, 
whether judge or senator: 


" 'You shall not sit In this court."" 
Mr. Parker declared that the framers 


of the state constitution made no pro- 
vision for the right of either judge, 
senator or counsel to challenge any 
member of the high court. 


Following the speech of Judge Par- 


ker the first vote was taken, which 
was unanimously In favor of permit- 
ting the four senators to sit as quali- 
fied members of the court of impeach 
ment
